It is not our intention to de- 
fine the hand, and explain how 


some people are right handed 
and some left handed. Neither 


do we expect to number the 
bones or fingers or veins or joints. 
But there is a signification in 
the use of the hands that may 
illustrate some Bible truth. 

By hand, is sometimes under- 
stood the vengeance of God ex- 
ercised upon anyone. ‘‘But the 
hand of the Lord was heavy upon 
them of Ashdod,’’ after they had 
taken the ark, and had been 
told that it should continue to 
oppress them, till they should 
send it back * with presents. 
(1 Sam. 5:6,7, 9.) 

In the days of Elisha and 
Elijah, to pour water on one’s 


hands, signified to serve him 
Thug Elisha is said to have 


“poured water on the hands of 
Elijah.’’ This was said when a

or similar expressions are used 
in connection with the prophets 
prophesying very frequently.

Ancient history shows to wash 
one’s hands in a certain cere- 
mony, denoted that the person 
was innocent of manslaughter, 
when the murderer was not 
known, (beut. 21:6,7.) -Pilate 
washed his hands to denote his 
being innecent of what was re- 
quired of him, when he proceeded 
to condemn Jesus, in whom he 
found nothing to deserve such a 
sentence. (Matt. 27:21.) 

The right hand denotes power 
and streneth. In the song of 
Moses and the children of Israel] 
after they had crossed tle Red 
Sea in safety and were delivered 
from Pharaoh was a special verse 
thus: ‘‘Thy right hand, O Lord, 
is become glorious in power: thy 
right hand, O Lord, hath dashed 
in pieces the enemy.”
